Alttired in her 
garish costume, the girl went into the cage of 
the two lionesses and began ber performance, 
One of the enimals was ready to obey 
ber mistress, but the other wae out of bumor, 
but it would never do to disappoint tne 
patrons of the Bowery theater, so Minnie 
Wells aitempted to chastise the animal, 
and the brute, *norting under the blows, 
sprang upon ber.

| The Fenian General Gleason, who became 
disgusted with the iovadieg jtorce on Trout 
| river and abandoned the enterprise of con- 
quering Canada, is no novice in the art of 
wer. Though still a young man, belng not 
| oes 4 five yom ol, be is six feet six 
nches in height, and his fighting weight is 230 
| pounds, wi physical strength In proportion 
to bis size, and the most unquestion- 
able courage. Gileason’s life has been a 
_ singular one. He was born in Ireland, and at 
en carly age took im an abortive rising in 
that country. Afler this he made bis way to 
and entered the army of the Pope, 
where he remained until about the time the 
rebellion broke out in the United States. He 
arrived here in 1562, at once enlisted, and rose 
to be a leutenant-colonel in the Sixty-third 
New York Infantry, a gallant Irish regiment. 
Belong mustered out at the close of 
war, in 1565, he went back to Italy again, 
| and once more put on the uniform of the 
Papelarmy. He now distinguished himeeif 
in fighting the brigands who about tha: time 
infested parts of the Papal territory, and was 
decora for the gallantry be exhibited in 
there encounters. In 1867 we find him tn the 
United States again, serving as en Inspector 
in the Internal Revenue Department.
